The rejection of claims 1-5, 10, 14-20, 22, 27, 28, 30-35 and 40 under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Sato (Thrombosis and Haemostasis, 1999, Vol. 82, 
No. 2, pg 865-869), Roebroek (Methods in Molecular Biology, 2003, Vol. 209, 187-200), 
Homanics (2002, Methods in Alcohol related neuroscience research, Editor, Liu, Yuan, 
pg 31-61), Lester (Current Opin. Drug Discovery and Development, 2003, Vol. 6, No. 5, 
pg 633-639), Champtiaux (Current Drug Targets-CNS & Neurological Disorders, 2002, 
Vol. 1, pg 319-330), Girardi (J. Clin. Invest., Dec. 2003, Vol. 112, No. 11, pg 1644-1654) 
in view of Burmer (WO 02/61 087-A2) and Cain (Biochemical Pharm., 2001, Vol. 61, No. 
1 2, pg 1 571 -1 579) and supported by Drago (Cellular and molecular life sciences, July 
2003, Vol. 60, pg 1267-1280), Gu (Developmental Cell, July 2003, Vol. 5, pg 45-57), 
Belmont (WO 2002/059263), and Kane (WO 2003/027252) has been withdrawn 
because the phenotype now in claim 1 was not readily apparent.
